Listening to the wind this morn- 
ing and watching the snow sweep 
down the pond it. seemed much 


colder than it really was, Thin’ 
- clouds, drawn out in long fairy 


webs, like carded wool, would 
whirl and twist, sailing out in the 
woods beyond the shore line, 
Sometimes there were graceful 
convolutions, sdmétlifig like a 
falls in flood time, It steadily in- 
creased during the morning. This 
wind really had many voices. It 
roared, screamed, bellowed, whis- 
pered, or sang. I heard them all. 

The surface of the pond was 
bare in places, while in others 
rigid; resembling the waves of an 
incoming tide. 

To the west, as day burst into 
full bloom, the sun, hit Patch 
Mountain, climbed on to Edge- 
come, then to Ovetset. 

Later the wind subsided so I 
went snowshoeing. I chose the 
Spring Road today.

The deep snows of Christmas 
morning made the traveling more 
difficult, At the top of Fox Hill 
I stopped to look around. In the 
depressions there were  snuff- 
brown particles; the wind blown 
seeds of the birches. 

Here a “bunch of curiosity” 
on a low limb investigated my in- 
trusions to his haunts. He chatted 
and, scolded, accompanying each 
grunt-like note with a sort of el- 
ectric twitching of his tail and 
hind legs.

21st CENSUS OF AGRICULTURE 
BEGINS THIS WEEK 


The 1978 Census of Agriculture 
gets underway this week with the 
mailing of report forms to all 
farms and ranches in the 50 States, 
the’ Bureau of the Census, U. S. 
Department of Commerce, has an- 
nounced. ‘ 

Farmers and ranchers are being 
asked to report on their agricul- 
tural operations diring 1978. This 
‘1978 census, the Nation's 21st farm 
census in a series that started in 
1840, will update data most re- 
cently obtained in 1975 for 1974 
operations. Information will .be 
sought on all agricultural opera- 
tions. a uk 

With report forms for the 1978 
census drastically reduced from 
the 22 pages of the last census, 
most agricultural operators will re- 
ceive a four. page form in the 
mail, and about 20% will re- 
ceive a five-page version. The ov- 
erall time required by farmers to 
complete the form has been re- 
duced by more than one-third. 

The census will continue to 
monitor trends in domestic own- 
ership and control of land. The 
last census showed a five-year 
gain in the number of U. S. cor- 
porate farms from 22,000 to 29,000; 
the amount of acreage they 
farmed rose from 80 to 97 million 
acres, and the value of their farm 
products rose from $6 billion to 
$14 billion. 

The census asks whether the 
‘farm is operated by a family or 
individual, a partnership, a family 
held corporation, an invester-own- 
ed corporation with more than 10 
stockholders, or some other legal 
entity such as a cooperative, es- 
ed or trust, grazing association, 
ete. 

The apparent increase in foreign 
ownership of land has raised ques- 
tions in the Congress and with bus- 
iness and agricultural groups. In 
1974 a Department of Commerce 
survey showed about 5 million 
acres of the Nation's one billion 
acres of farm land were owned by 
foreign interests, or: less than % 

- Of 1% of the total. The new farm 
census will measure the increase, 

As in earlier censuses, informa- 
tion obtained about farming oper- 
ations will be published for each 
of more than 3,000 counties with 
agricultural operations, for each 
State and for the éntire Nation. 

Each report form will have a 
control number printed on the ad- 
dress label. Because response is 
required by law (Title 13, U. S. 
Code), each control number must 
be accounted for by the Bureau 
of the Census, Follow-up letters 
will be sent to non-respondents, 
Everyone who receives the agri- 
culture census report form should 
answer the first four items and 
as much more of the report as 
applies, and return it, so that it 
will not be necessary to spend 
more tax money on oftaining a 
response. 


Despite careful screening of the 
mailing lists used, some persons 
not engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits will receive report forme, 
Those persons should retutn the 
form with that fact noted in or. 
der to stop additional mailings, 

‘The 1978 Census of Agriculture 
will be conducted as follows:—<All 
respondents will be asked to re- 
bort either from their records or 
by estimate, the following infor- 
mation: amount of farm acréage 
by type of ownership; land use; 
acreage, production, and sales of 
crops; inventory, number sold, and 
sales value of livestock and poul- 
try; and selected characteristies of 
farm operators and farm manage.

What Clarey half-facetiously is 
referring to is the course in En- 
trepreneurship and Business For- 
mation he’ll help teach starting in 
January at thé University of 
‘Southern Maine, where he’ll join 
the staff of the New Enterprise In- 
stitute and the faculty of the 
School Business, Economics and 
Management. j 

Teaching with Clarey will be 
Gerard L. Miller, associate direc- 


tor of business consulting and ed- _ 


ucation at the New Enterprise In- 
stitute, 

The unique three-credit course 
will emphasize the techniques and 
problems implicit in Jaunching 
new businesses, including how to 
deal with potential investors, 

“It’s significant,’ says Miller, 
“that this course is being offered 
ed by the two of us. Dr. Clarey has 
had a very interesting background; 
a combination of academic and 
business experience. And I am the 
counterpart to that in that I’ve° 
had extensive business experi- 
ence.” 

Clarey, now a member of the 
faculty at Colby College in Water- 
ville, holds a A.B. degree from 
Bowdoin College, an M.B.A. from 
the Amos Tuck School of Business 
Administration at Dartmouth Col- 
lege, and a Ph.D. from Cornell 
University’s School of Industrial 


and Labor Relations. He hag serv-- 


ed as a consultant to entrepre- 
neurs throughout the country and 
as a marketing consultant and re- 
search coordinator, 


Miller has been a successful 


businessman for the past 20 years, - 


including being a co-founder and 
principal owner of the Hohnson 
Corp. of Bellevue, Ohio, a central 
heating and cooling manufacturing 
firm which he later sold to Magic 
Chef, Inc. Miller holds a B.S.S. 
degree from Georgetown Univer- 
sity, and has done work on a joint 
doctorate in education and busi- 
ness administration at the: Univer- 
sity of Michigan. 

“For the students,” offers Miller, 
‘I think it’s a benefit to have 
this interplay between academic 
experience and practical business 
experience.”
